DETAILED ACTION 
Amendment 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of the Amendment filed July 1 2, 201 0. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 -9, 1 2-29, and 31 -43 are allowable over prior art. 

The following is an examiner's reason for allowance: Although prior art teaches 
value documents including a substrate and various different feature substances for 
checking the value of the document, prior art fails to teach or fairly suggest the specific 
value document disclosed in claims 1-9, 12-29, and 31-43 of the present claimed 
invention. Specifically, prior art fails to teach the document being of a serious of value 
documents and further fails to teach wherein an upgrade of the value document of the 
series in addition to or instead of the first feature substance includes a fourth feature 
substance. These specific limitations are not disclosed in prior art and moreover, one of 
ordinary skill in the art would not have been motivated to come to the claimed invention.
